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REMARKS 

Favorable rccon$ideratioii of this applicadon is respectfully requested in view of the 
following remarks* 

Claims 1-30 arc pending in tlic present applicotion of which churns 1, 18> 20-22, 24, 
mid 26-30 arc independcnL 

Claims 1*30 arts subject to an election of species requirement The electiozi 
requirement sets forth two species as follows: Species 1 associated with claims 1<»17, 20-22 
and 26-29 and Species 2 associated with claims 18-19, 23-25 and 30. 

Species 1 is elected with traverse. 

MPEP section 808.02 Establishing Burden recilos the following: 

Where, as disclosed in die application, the several inventions claimed 
are related» and such related invendons arc not patentably distinct as claimed, 
restricdon under 35 UJS.C 121 is never proper ( MPEP § 806.05). If 
applicant voluntarily files claims lo such related inventions in different 
applications, double patenting maybe held. 

Where the * inventions as claimed arc shown to be independent or 
distinct under the criteria of MPEP § 806.05(c) • § 806*06, the examiner, in 
order lo establish reasons for insisting upon resiriction, must explain why there 
would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required. Thus 
the exammcr must show by appropriate explanation one of the followmg: 

(A) Separate classification thereof: This shows that each invention 
has attained recognition in the art as a scpaiatc subject for inventive eilbrt, and 
also a separate field of search* Patents need not be cited to show separate 
classification. 

(B) A separate status in the art when they are classifinble together: 
Even though they arc classified together, each invention can be shown to have 
formed a separate subject for mvcntive effort when the ejtamincr can show a 
recognition of separate inventive eSbrt by invenu>rs* Separate status in the art 
may be shown, by citing patents which are evidence of sach sepomte status, 
and also of a separate field of search, 

(C) A different Held of search: Where it is necessary to search for one 
of die inventions in a manner that is not likely to result m finding art pertinent 
to the other invcntion(s) (e.g., searching diflbrcnt classes/subclasses or 
electronic resources, or employing different search queries, a difFetent field of 
search is shown, even though the two are classified together. The indicated 
different field of search must m fact be pertinent to the type of subject matter 
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covered by the claims, Patent$ need not be cited to show diSereat fields of 
search* 

Where, however* the classificatioa is the same and the field of search is 
the same and there is no clear indicadoa of separate &curc dassification and 
field of search, no reasons exist for dividing among independent or rcloted 
inventions. 



The Office Action fails to establish that there would be a serious burden on the 
Examiner to examine all the claims m the ai^ticadon. As stated above, the Exanxmcr must 
show a serious burden by appropnaic cxplanadon of one of the following: sepamte 
classification; evidence of Separate status in the art; or diHTetent field of Search* No such 
explanation has heen provided and thus the elecdon requirement is improper and mtist he 
withdrawn. 

Furthermore, many of the steps of independent claims in the different species are 

similar and thus there would be no serious bnrden on the Examiner to examine both species. 

For Bxan^alc, claim 1 in Species 1 reeites» 

receiving Jrom a device via an insecure communications channel at 
least one shared secret in encoded form that fiinctions as an identifier of the 
device; 

transmicdng encrypted content via the insecure communications 
channel from a content server to the device. 

Independent claim 18 in Spedes 2 recites, 

sending a shared secret in an encoded form to a content server via an 
insecure communications channel; 

downloading Zrom the content server an encrypted content via the 
insecure channel. 

Both claims arc directed to communicating a shared secret via an insecure 
communicadons channel and downloading content via the insecure channel Thus, a search 
fbt both spedes would include die same classes and subclasses^ 
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in oddilioa, it appeius dcpCDdtmt cjaim 23 was incorrectly put in Species 2. Claim 23 
is dependent oa indepcndcut cluim 22, which is in Species 1 * Claim 23 is directed to sending 
a confirmation upon payment by a user. Species 2 was described in the elecdon.reqLurcmeni 
as communications between a device and content server through im msccnrc chnnneL Since 
claun 23 docs not tccite commnnicatjons between a device and content senrer through an 
insecure channel, it should also be in Species h 
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Conclusion 

In light of the foregoingt withdrawal of the electiou itsquinmicnt and examinadon of 
all of the claims of this application arc respectfully requested*
